WasninoTon, D. C., Deoémber 28.—Mrs. Lo- 
gan received this morning a long telegram 
which was signed officially by the city clerk of 
Chicago, embodying the resolutions adopted by 
the city council last night. The council form- 
ally requests that the burial place of the dead 
statesman be selected in the city upon which 
be has conferred so much honor, and the site 
to be dedicated by the city to this purpose. 
The council appointed a committee to confer 
with the committees of the civic and military 


- organizations in regard tethe selection ofa 
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place of burial and te make arrangements for 
the reception and interment of the remains as 
announced last night. |The decision‘is practi- 
cally reached to have the funeralin the senate 
chamber next Friday, and then convey the re- 
mains to Chicago. But few ofthe details of 
arrangements have yet been determined upon. 

The senate committee, acting through the 
sergeant-at-arms will have immediate 
of the remains. Colonel Kennedy announces 
that by request of Mrs. Logan, General Sheri- 
dan will be in chargeof the —-* which 
will escort the remains from Calumet Place to 
the capitol. 

THE DAY AT THE HOUSE.

HUNTING A BURIAL PLACE, 


During the day correspondence was almost 


continually in progress between Senator Cual- 
lem, representing the$lilinois delegatiou, and 
authorities in Chicago for the purpose of reach- 
ing a definite understanding with regard to a 
site toset apart for the tomband monument. 
Until late this afternoon little doubt was enter- 
tained that everything weuld be arranged 
speedily and that after the funeral services, to 
be held in the capitol on Friday, the remains 
would be taken to Chicagoforinterment. This 
arrangement seemed to lack nothing but the 
formality of assent by the park commissioner, 
and the senate committee was announced, and 
the Sergeant-at-arms began the preliminaries of 
his arrangements according tothe plan. About 
4 o'clock, however, a telegram from the park 
commsssioners was recciyed announcing that 
upon consulting their attorney grave doubt 
bad been raised asto their power, except un- 
der authority of a special act of the legislature 
to set apart a site in the public 
park and givea guarantee thatit should be 
reserved in perpetuity for the resting place of 
the fgeneral, however much the members of 
the commission might personally desire to do 
so. They had little doubt that the legislature, 
when itconvenes, would take the necessary 
steps to meet Mrs. Logan’s wishes, but being 
aware ofthe desirability of concluding the 
matter without delay, they suggested and for- 
mal])y tendered a place at the head of Grand 
boulevard, a spacious reservation just at the 
entrance to South park, and a sightly spot for 
the proposed monument. They also propose 
tochange the name of the thoroughfare to 


| Logan boulevard. This proposition, together 
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with others from various authorities in Chica- 
g0, suggesting other portions of the city, were 
taken into considerati.n by members of the 
Illinois delegation, who were at hand; and, at 
the same time, a proposition of burial in the 
grounds of the Soldier's Home, near this city, 
Originally favored by Mrs. Logan, was revived 
and further discussed. 

General Sheridan, representing the board of 
commissioners of the Soldiers’ Home, was con- 
sulted, and expressed doubts of the power of 
the board to act in the absence of congressional 
authority. 

Mrs. Logan naturally wished that the selec- 
tion, when made, should be one which should 
leave no question of title to be settled here- 
after, and that the spot should be one where 
in the fullness of time her own final resting 
place might be made beside that of her hus- 
>oand,

BURNING OF THE HAYES, 


ARE nee tase em teen 
.A Fine Steamer of the Mississippi Destroyed 


by Fire. 

Carro, December f28—A fire at six o’clock 
this morning destroyed the Mississippi Valley 
Transportation company’s steamer R. 8S. Hayes 
and four barges, and the Anchor Line steamer 
City of Natchez, while lying atthe bank. The 
fire is supposed to have originated in aft cabin 
of the steamer Hayes, soon enveloping the 
whole boat, burning her to the water’s edge. 
The fire spread to the City of Natchez, lying 
just below the Hayes, and in a few moments 
she, too, waS a mass of flames. Barges along- 
side of the Hayes loaded with cotton, soda, 
ash and sundries also took fire and were com- 
pletely destroyed. Nothing but wrecks of the 
burned hulls remain. The City of Natchez 
was built at Jeffersonville three years ago, 
and was valued at $100,000 

She was one of the finest boats on the Missis- 
sippi river. The Hayes was built by the Val- 
ley Company about five years ago and valued 
at about 350,000, Loss of barges and contents 
will make the loss reach about $1,000,900. 
The insurance is not known at present. A 
strong northwest wind was blowing at the 
time of the fire and held the boats into the 
bank and prevented the tugs from saving the 
fleet. TItwo barges lying outside those burned 
were cut loose and towed to a safe harbor by 
tugs. Wrecked burning hulls are being towed 
to the other side of the river and beached. 

The seageet Natchez was owned by the St. 
Louis and New Orleans anchor line. She was 
one of the most noted boats plying the lower 
Mississippi, and was valued at $120,00 and was 
insured for $50,000. The R.S. Hayes was a 
stern-wheel towboat, and belonged to the St. 
Louis and Mississippi Valley Transportation 
company. She was valued at $50,000 
and insured for $20,000. The barges 
burned were the No. 28, No. 49, 
No. 94 and the Iron Duke, and were valued at 
10,000 each and not insured. They were 
owned by thesame company as the Hayes, 
The Iron Duke and 49 were pulled out and sent 
down the river and at last accounts were still 
burning. The Iron Duke had about 20,000 
bushels of corn as acargo. The 49 had 2,070 
bales of cotton on board. The 94 had 3,000 
sacks of salt, and the 28 carried 150 drums of 
caustic soda. All cargoes insured. Loss esti- 
mated at $400,000. 


HAMBURG IN FLAMES. 


The Whole Business Part of the Town in 
Ashes. 

Avevusta, Ga., December 28.—[Special.]— 
Hamburg is in flames tonight at 12:30.0’clock. The 
residents of that little Carolina village, opposite 
Augusta, were awakened from their slumbers by 
cries of fire, and ran from their houses to find the 
principal business ‘houses in. flames, which 
soon spread, and burned an entire 
block. The fire originated in D. Lipfield’s store, 
supposed to be caused from a coal dropping from 
the grate. The building was entirely consumed, 
together with Mr. Josiah Sibley’s large wooden 
stores and dwelling houses; also Mr. Rubenstein’s 


brick store house. Both buildings were insuredjfor |

At this hour, 2:30 a.m., the fire is still raging, and 
there is great danger of the entire town being con- 
sumed by the fames.

A REMARKABLE SUICIDE.’ 


A YOUNG MAN INSURES FOR $3815,- 
000 AND SUICIDES. 


A Sensation in Insurance Circles-The Numerous 


Policies—Heavy Litigation P 
the Matter-A Remarkable Story. « 


New Yorx, December 27.—[Special Corre 
spondence.]—Insurance men of New York 
are very much interésted in the 
remarkable developments made in 
the full story published in the World 
of the suicide of John Tyler alias A, Allen, who 
died on the night of the 12th of last November 
at a hotel in South Norwalk, Connecticut, leay- 
ing life policies on various insurance and co- 
operative companies to the extent of $315,000. 

On Friday morning at 9 o'clock he was 


found dead in his room. The body was still 


seated on a chair, leaning heavily against the 
table, on which were found certain papers and 
letters freshly indjted. Among them were 
three prescriptions for ‘““Magendie’s solution of 


-morphia,” signed “for physician’s own use, 


R. ‘'vown.” /There was an unaddressed } 
card to J.J. Lutkin, beginning “Dear Jim,” 


and speaking of some patent business. An- 


other card was addressed “Dear Sister.” 
Death had come while he was writing another 
letter, in the upper corner of which was 
jotted “Take 8x4x8- grains Magendie solution 
of morphia.”” On another sheet of paper was 
written, “9 o’clock. Don’t feel it much.” “i2 
o'clock. Feel it more.” 

Still another letter was found addressed to 
his sister, Mrs. Foote, “The Barrington, N. Y. 
City.” A half-torn telegram completed the find- 
ings. It reads: 

Wemost emphatically reftise to honor draft, 

TYLER & Co., Boston. 
SOMETHING ABOUT THE SUICIDE. 


“A. Allen” was a fictitious name. The man, 
who died, u ed by friend or kin, was 
Jobn Tyler, stock speculator, bohemian, spend- 
thrift. He was a member of the Boston family 
of that name. TheTylers are of ancient Eng- 
lish and New England ancestry. John Tyler, 
Sr., wasa highly esteemed citizen of Boston, 
and held a high public office at one time. John 
Tyler’s brothers, Philo 8. Tyler and Edward 8. 

ler, carry onan extensive iron business at 
No. 8Oliver street, and reside with their mother, 
Mrs. Martha A, Tyler,now sixty-nine years old, 
at No. 360 Beacon street. There is one sister 
married, by name Mrs. Foote, now living in the 
Barrington flats in this city. 

John Tyler came tothiscity about twenty 
years ago. He wae well educated, had been 
reared in the lap of luxury, and from his early 
youth had been used to all that the very _liber- 
al allowance his fond mother gave him could 
bring. In thiscity he at once set out.on the 
rambling, aimless path he was pursuing so dil- 
igently at the time of hisdeath. While nota 
heavy drinker habitually, “Jack” Tyler was 
always ready fora day and night with the 
boys, andat such diversions dropped more 
money thanany of his companions. Tyler 
went west about ten years ago, and after mak- 
ing the circuit of the leading cities there,landed 
in San Francisce, where he embarked in enter- 
prises similar to those he carried on in Wall 
street. After becoming entangled in a bold 
banking scheme inSan Francisco, he left the 
city and traveled southward into Central 
America, thence to South America, and from 
there to London. Most of the money Tyler 
spent in these travels came from the maternal 
purse. . ? 

A CHARGE OF CONSPIRACY, 
anies say that T in- 
out 

' when making ap- 
plication fer a policy that he had not taken out 
policies in any other company, bat as time 
went on and the number of his policies began 
to increase, insurance men learned of it and in 
some cases his application was refused on ac- 
count of the suspiciously large sums in which 
he was elsewhere insured. A notable instance 
of this was his attempt to get a policy in the 
Equitable Life insurance company, of which, it 
is said, he asked to be insured in the amount 
of $24,000. The amount was cut down to $12,- 
000, and was then rejected once for all. 

That Tyler was sincere in his determination 
to commit suicide by taking poison is set forth 
in an affidavit in the possession of the insurance 
officers. The deponent swore that in October, 
1884, Tyler and James J. Lutkin, of this city, 
and himself met at the Stevens house, on lower 
Broadway. Lutkin isnow a member of the 
Consolidated Stock and Petroleum exchange, 
and was formerly adruggist carrying on an 
extensive business at the corner of Broadway 
and Thirty-second street, where he was well 
known as an expert chemist and compounder. 
At the Stevens honse meeting the deponent 
swore that Tyler asked Lutkin to tell him some 
poison which would make death come easily 


and painlessly, Lutkin explained the work-° 


ings of several, dwelling especially on the 
effects of morphine and opium. The deponent 
remembered none of these except one. It was 
‘‘Magendie’s solution of morphia,” the formula 
being 12 x 8-4, Tyler made a memorandum of 
this information. . 

THE ALLEGED CONSPIRACY. i 

The Tyler family, counsel says, received 
with unfeigned surprise the news of the son’s 
action in taking out so many policies. They 
regarded itas only a whim and a means by 
which he meant to pay them back what he had 
borrowed. The insurance men- claim that 
Tyler named his brother, mother and sister as 
beneficiaries simply to avert suspicion from his 
scheme with the other parties. It would be 
natural, they allege, that Tyler would name 
his relatives as beneficiaries. If he named 
only his near friends the insurance companies 
might be suspicious and deny his applications. 
It is also claimed that the policies in favor of 
his family are for the most part only those in 
which a suicide clause occurs, and in 
which the death of the policy-holder 
by suicide would release the compa 
nies, The policies in favor of his friends, it is 
averred, were in companies in which death by 
suieide made no difference in the payment of 
claims. The extent of this operation, even if 
it was actually attempted, the reporter was not 
able to ascertain. 

An official of one of the companies said: 
“Not a cent of that money will ever be paid.” 
It is not known that there has been any con- 
certed action looking towards resistance as yet, 
but one of the companies at least has instituted 
a rigid investigation, the alleged facts in which 
are given in this article. The evidence col- 
lected makes a _ of caanragy a foot thick. 
Alleged conspiracies against urance com- 
ae hace aenee aroused peculiar interest, 
the matter being one that comes home to every 
policy-holder,”’ 

" < HIS WIFE REFUSES TO TALK. 

The wife of John Tyler is now living at No. 
19 East Fifty-ninth street in a flat house,where 
she lived with her husband before his death. 
Mrs. Tyler asked tobe excused from saying 
anything. Neither would she give any infor- 
mation as to what, if anything, she had heard 
her husband sa t committing suicide. In 
an affidavit e to the insurance people, Mrs. 
Tyler says that she sup she had been 
named as beneficiary to some extent. Her 
husband had told her so. She also averred 
that her husband suffered from neuralgic pains, 
and that at times she had given him an eighth 
of a grain of morphine to relieve him. 

THE BENEFICIARIES,

To this Tyler is said to have replied that 
his only pt*pose. was to serve a friend who 
might thug have 4 little money to fall back on 
some time. 

Of the insurance companies involved, there 
are but comparatively few of the old-line stock 
companies. The larger amount of the insur- 
ance was written in various co-operative asso- 
ciations. The question of the payment of the 
policy, therefore, interests directly a very great 
number of persons, as in these associations pay- 
ment of cies is made by a direct assess- 
ment upon the members. 


A WOMAN IN IT. 


Mrs. Haight Arrested in Nashville and 
Carried to St. Louis. 

NASHVILLE, Tenn., December 28.—[Special.] 
Another sensational chapter in the express robbery 
romance was enacted here today in the arrest of 
Mrs. Haight, ‘wife of W. W. Haight, who was 
arrested Christmas evening. The detectives be- 
lieve that Mrs. Haight really planned the robbery, 
or at least did goin conjunction with her husband. 
The two detectives who accompanied her to 
St. Louis tonight have been shadowing her 
ever since her arrival, about the 
middle of the month. When she came here from 
Leavenworth te join her husband, detectives came 
on the train with,but unknown to her,and watched 
every movement. She was quiet, modest, ladylike 
in manner, and sheand her husband were well 
liked by all who met them. They boarded at Mrs. 
Franks, on South Summer street. Haight 
was supposed to have eleven thous- 
and dollars of the stolen money.- 
but the Pinkertoh men, after following him 
awhile, knew he did not have it in his on, 
What had become of it? They decided Mrs. Haight 
had it. Her actions bore out suspicion in various 
ways. She was in the habit of going to the Nich- 
olson house after night, and, it isthought, saw 
somebody there who knew all about business, 
Some game was being played sharply, but the 
detectives were sharper.

IRON AND STEEL. 


THE REMARKABLE PROGRESS MADE 
IN THE SOUTH. 


The Production Increases From « Total of 1,018,000 
‘Tons, in 1880, to 1,583,200 Tons in 1686—The 
States in Which the (ncrease Has Been 
Greatest—Iron Menin New York. 


BALTIMORE, December 28.—In its annual re- 
view of the industrial progress of the south, 
the Baltimore Manufacturers’ Record, in this 
week’s issue, will say that 1886 has been the most 
remarkable year, in many respects, in the his- 
tory of the southern states, and more has been 
accomplished for the prosperity and progress 
of the south than ever before in any year. 
This is shown in the enormous investments of 
capital in industrial enterprises, and in the 
growth of confidence among northern and Eu- 
ropean investors. in the stability 
of the south’s iron and other manu- 
facturing interests. The amount of capital, 
including capital steck of incorporated com- 
panies, represented by new manufacturing and 
mining enterprises, organized or chartered at 
the south during 1886, including the eularge- 
ment of old plants and the rebuilding of mills, 
aggregating $129,226,000 against $66,812,000 in 
1885, is divided among the states as follows:

The development of iron manufacture em- 
ploys the bulk of the new capital. Other in- 
terests as well as iron, however, are being rap- 
idly developed. Included in the list of new 
enterprises organized in the south during 1886 
were 28 iron furnaces, 50 ice factories, 68 fonnd- 
ries and machine shops, many of them of large 
size; 1 Bessemer steel rail mill; 26 miscellan- 
eous iron works, including iron pipe, bridge and 
bolt works, etc., 8 stove founderies, 24 gas 
works, 34 electric light companies, 11 agricul- 
tural implement factories, 174 mining and 
quarrying enterprises, 16 carriage and wagon 
factories, 9 cotton mills, 23 furniture factories, 
42 water works, 58 tobacco factories, 92 flour 
mills, 448 lumber mills, not counting small 
portable saw wills, including saw and 
planing mills, sash and deor fac- 
tories, stave, handle, shingle, hub and 
spoke, shuttle, block factories, ete., in addition 
to. which there was a large number of miscel- 
laneous enterprises.

THE SOUTHERN IRON TRADE. 


Great Growth of the Industry—Eighteen 
New Furnaces Building. 
From the New York Tribune. 

The leading coal and iron men of the south 
who have been in this city during the last ten 
days, will go home to spend the Christmas hol- 
idays thoroughly satisfied with the business of 
the year and more than hopeful for the future. 
And _— have good reason tobe. The time 
for which some of them have been waiting for 
nearly twenty years, when northern capitalists 
would be convinced not only only of the safety 
but of the immense profits to be gsined from 
the investment of their money in developing 
the almost fabulously rich coal and iron 
resources of Alabama, Tennessee and 
Georgia has come at last. lurnaces 
throughout the region are increasing their ca- 
pacity; new furnaces are building or are con- 
tracted for; fresh markets are taking the pro- 
ducts; iron workers are arranging to establish 
themselves in this favored region, where they 
can buy their raw material cheaper than any- 
where else on this*continent; new railroads are 
being built and old ones extended, and, in 
short, the Birmingham; Chattanooga and Shef- 
field districts are just now enjoying a “boom,” 
such as no other section of the south ever saw 
since the country was first settled; and, what 
is better, itis a “boom” that rests on the most 
solid of foundations, and is ascertain to be 
permanent as anything in business can be.

company; Mr. Parish, of Philadelphia, also

The large charcoal-iron cage se re- 
gion of west Tennessee, and on the line xf the 
Selma division of the East Tennessee, Virginia 
and Georgia railroad, in Alabama, are subdi- 
visions of the main districts. 

“The great Clinton vein of red hematite or 
fossiliferous ore, belonging geologically to the 
upper Silurian period, beginning in the state of 
New York, extends with great persistency to 
Birmingham, Ala., there attaining its greatest 
thickness* of twenty-six feet. It is six feet 
thick at Rising Fawn, Ga. The brown hema- 
tite ores, from which all the charceal-iron of 
these states is now made, and which is also 
largely used by the coke furnaces for mix- 
ture with the red hematite ores, are 
at present most largely developed in Al- 
abama, along and contiguous to the Selma 
division of the East Tennessee, Virginia and 
Georgia railroad, and in Hickman and Wayne 
counties, Tennessee, while great deposits, as yet 
untouched, are found in Franklin county, Ala., 
on the line ofthe Sheffield and Birmingham 
railroad, now being rapidly built by Messrs, 
Ensley, Parish, Shook and their associates, 
and elsewhere in Alabama and Tennessee.

HANGED IN A WELL. 


The Strange Suicide of a Fayette County 
Man. 

FAIRBURN, 
Wm, M. West, a prominent citizen of Fayette 
county, committed suicide at his home some ten 
miles east of here this morning.

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Some days ago it was currently reported that 
the East Tennessee, Virginia and Georgia sys- 
tem had been absorbed by the Norfolk and 
Western, and that the change of manage nent 
would take place at the beginning of the new 
year. The report was published in Tag Con- 
STITUTION, and was generally commented on, 
noith and south. 

It seems that the report originated in the re- 
port, circulated in Knoxville, that Major Fink 
was toleave Knoxville. Various ramors grew 
out of this, and that the Norfolk and Western 
had secured the road gained general credence. 
Major Fink’s German connections, together 
with the fact that he had on more than one 
occasion been offered the management of a 
prominent railroad system in Germany, in- 
duced the report that he would” return to the 
old country, as it was-known that he would 
soonsleave Knoxville, 

But the whole matter has 
been thoroughly sifted, and it transpires 
that the only truth connected with the numer- 
ous rumors is that Major Fink is to leave K nox- 
ville. He will do this on the first day of Janu- 
ary, after which time his headquarters will be 
in New York. He will still hold his present 
position with the East Tennessee system, but 
removes his headquarters at the request of the 
president of the system. This is officially an- 
nounced, and beyond this there will be no 
change. 

It deverops that there is no truth whatever 
in the rumor that the Norfolk and W estern has 
secured control of the system. 

The removal of Major Fink from Knoxville 
probably means the beginning of the end of 
that place as the headquarters of the East Ten- 
nessee system. Itis well known that there 
has long been a desire on the part of prominent 
directors of the system to remove its present 
headquarters. Some want to transfer it to New is ar 
York and others to Atlanta. eat

The “editor of the Century Magazine, in 
addition to his letter to THE CONSTITUTION, 
has also written a letter to the Philadelphia 
Times, in which he says that Haywood’s ar- 
ticles are to be withdrawn and dropped 
from the war series when that series is is- 
sued in book form. Hayvwood’s articles in 
the ‘Century, it will be remembered, were 
enlarged by him, and afterwards printed in 
hook form by the well known Boston firm 
of Honghton, Mifflin & Co. What course 
that firm will pursue, now that it is known 
that the Haywood book is a forgery-from 
beginning to end, and therefore a fraud on 
_ the public, we do not know; but it is probable 
thax the volume will be suppressed and the 
plates destroyed. 

Haywood’s real name is James H. Young, 
but he has been known as Vaughan, Horton 
and Haywood. He appears to be a person 
of considerable ability, but all his inclina- 
tions are in the direction of crime. His ar- 
ticles in the Century, and his book published 
by Honghton, Mifflin & Co., are well writ- 
ten. Just how much ‘‘editing’’ they were 
subjected to, it is, of course, impossible to 


say, but the style gives evidence of consid- , 


erable finency and the possession of fine de- 
scriptive. When it is known that every in- 
cident is a myth, it must be acknowledged 
that Haywood has an extraordinary imagina- 
tion. His Century articles and his book 
will come to have some value as literary cu- 
riosities. 

At one time, Young, or Haywood, was im- 
prgfoned at Lancaster, Pa., for forgeries. 
When he had served his time out, he con- 
ceived a plan for swindling a number of in- 
surance companies. He had his life insured 
‘or various sums in several companies, and 
made application to the Northwestern for 
miditional insurance. This company began 
an investigation. which resulted in the dis-- 
covery that he was a forger. What his in- 
surance scheme was will never be known. 

_It was nipped in the bud. 

Fortunately for all concerned, Haywood’s 
literary career has also been nipped in the 
bad.

The Third Day’s Fight at Gettysburg--A 
Graphic Story. 

In the January number of the Century are 
articles on the third day’s fight at Gettysburg by 
General H. J. Hunt and E. P. Alexander, From 
the latter’s account of Pickett’s charge we quote 
as follows: “At exactly 1 o’clock by my watch the 
two signal guns were heard in quick suceession. 
In another minute every gun was at Work. The 
enemy was not slow in coming back at us, and the 
grand roar of nearly the whole artillery of both 
armies burst in on the silenbe almost as suddenly 
as the full notes of an organ could fill a church. 

“The artillery of Ewell’s corps, however, took 
only a small part, I believe,in this,as they were 
too far away around the town. Some of them 
might have done good ‘service from  posi- 
tions between Hiil and Ewell, en- 
filadivg the batteries fighting us. The oppor- 
tunity to do that was the single advantage, in our 
having the exterior line to compensate for all its 
disadvantages. But our line wasso far extended 
that all of it was not well studied, and the officers 
of each corps had no opportunity to examine each 
other’s ground for chances of co-operative work. 

“The enemy’s position seemed to have broken 
out with guns everywhere, and from Round Top to 
Cemetery HiH was blazing like a volcano, The 
air seemed full of missiles from every direction. 
The severity of the fire may be illustrated by the 
casualties in my own battalion under Majer Huger. 

‘Before the cannonade opened I had made up 
my mind to give Pickett the order to advance 
within fifteen or twenty minutes after it began. 
But when I looked at the full development of the 
enemy’s batteries, and knew that his infantry was 
generally protected from our fire by stone walls and 
swells of the ground, I could not bring myself to 
give the word. It seemed madness to launch in- 
fantry into that fire, with nearly three-quarters of 
a mile to go in the midday July sun, I let the fif- 
teen minutes pass, and twenty, and twenty-five, 
hoping vainly for something to turn up. Then I 
wrote to Pickett: ‘If you are coming at all you 
must come at once, for I cannot give you proper 
support; but the enemy’s fire has not slacked at all; 
at least eighteen guns are still firing from the 
cemetery itself.’ Five minutes after sending that 
message, the enemy’s fire suddenly began to 
slacken, and the guns in the cemetery limbered up 
and vacated the position. 

“‘We confederates often did such things as that 
to saye our ammunition for use against infantry, 
but I had never before seen the federals withdraw 
their guns simply to save them up for the infantry 
fight. SoIsaid, ‘If he does not run fresh batteries 
in there in five minutes this is our fight.’ I looked 
anxiously with my glass and thefive minutes 
passed without a sign.of lifeonthe deserted posi- 
tion still swept by our fireand littered with dead 
men and horsesand fragments of disabled car- 
riages, Then I wrote Pickett urgently: ‘For God’s 
sake, comequick. The eighteen guns are gone; 
come quick, or my ammunition won’t let me sup- 
port you properly.’ 

Lafterwards heard from others what took place 

with my first note to Pickett. 
: “Pickett took it to Longstreet, Longstreet read it, 
and said nothing. Pickett said: ‘General, shall 
Iadyance” Longstreet, knoging it had to be, but 
unwilling to give the word, turned his face away. 
Pickett saluted and said: ‘I am going to.move for- 
ward, sir,’ galloped off to his division and immedi- 
ately put it in motion. 

‘“Longstrect, leaving his staff, came out alone to 
It was then about 1:40 p. m. I ex- 
plained the situation, feeling then more hopeful, 
but afraid our artillery ammunition might not 
hold out for all we would want. ‘Longstreet said : 
‘Stop Pickett immediately and replenish your am- 
munition.’ I explained that it would take too 
long, and the enemy would recover from the effect 
our first fire was then having, and we had,.more- 


' Over, very 1littlé to replenish with. Longstreet 


said: ‘I don’t want to make this attack. I wonld 
stop it now but that General Lee ordered it, and 
expects it togoon. I don’tsee how it can succeed.’ 

“I listened, but did not dare offera word. The 
battle was lost if we stopped. Ammunition was 


far too low to try anything else, for we had been. 


fighting three days. There was a chance, and it 
was not my part to interfere. While Longstreet was 
still speaking, Pickett’s division swept out of the 
wood and showed the full length of its gray ranks 
and shining bayonets, as grand a sight as ever a 
man looked on. Joining it on the left, Pettigrew 
stretched farther than I could see. General Dick 
Garnett, just out of the sick ambulance, and but- 
toned up in an old blue overcoat, riding at the head 
of his brigade, passed us and saluted Long” 
street. Garnett was 2 warm personal friend, and 
we had not met before for months. We had served 
om the plains tcgether before the war. I rode with 
him e# short distence, and then we wished each 
other luck and a geed-bye which was our last. 

“Then-I rede down the line of guns, selecting 
such as had enough ammunition to follow Pickett’s 
advance, and starting them after him asfast as pos- 
sible. I got, I think, fifteen or eighteen in allin a 
little while, and went withthem. Meanwhile, the 
infamtry had no sooner debouched onthe plain 
than all the enemy’s line, which had been nearly 
silent, broke out again with all its batteries. The 
eighieen guns were back inthe cemetery, and a 
storm of shell began bursting over and among our 
infantry. Allofour guns, silent as the infantry 
passed between them,‘rcopened when the lines had 
gota couple of hundred yards away, but the enc- 
my’s artillery let us alone and fired only at the in- 
fantry. No'’one could have looked at that advance 
without feeling proud of it. 

‘But as our supporting guns advanced, we passed 
many poor mangled victims left in its trampled 
wake. A terrific infantry fire was now opened 
upon Pickett, and a considerable force of the ene- 
my moved out to attack the right flank of his line. 
We halted, unlimbered, and opened fire upon it, 
Pickett’s men never haltei, but opened fire at close 
range, swarmed over the fences and among the 
enemy’s guns, were swallowed up in smoke—and 
that was phe last of them. The conflict hardly 
seemed to last five minutes before they Were melted 
away, and only disorganized stragglers were com- 
ing back pursued by a moderate fire. Justithen 
Wil2ox’s brigade passed by us, moving to Pickett’s 
support.

ME. OBER’S ACTION. 

When Mr. Ober read the bill he at once bezan to 
kick. He came te Georgia and called on Governor 
Gordon, and urged him not to sign the bill should 
the general assembly passit. Of course, Governor 
Gerdon refused to commit himseif to any line of 
action in advance of aetion on the bill by the gen- 
cral assembly. 

Within the last few days, it has developed that 
dealers in guauo in all parts of the state, and out 
of it, are bitterly opposed to the bill. They declare 
that it will simply afford a loophole by wiich dis- 
honest purchasers may escape paying for what- 
ever fertilizers they may buy. They insist that 
the fertilizers sold by them are not worthless, but 
that should a purchaser swear to the contrary, 
there would be little or no means of establishing 
sheir worth. 

WHAT MR. OBER SAYS. 

Mr. Ober says that if the bill becomes a law, all 
dealers in guano will probably be driven out of the 
state. He says, further, that if they should not be 
driven out, they will refuse to sell to anybody ex- 
cept fer cash. 

ft is well known that, as a rule, farmers buy fer- 
tilizers on credit. The majority of them are unable 
to Ge otherwise. If they are compelled to pay cash, 
they either cannot buy or will be forced to reduce 
the quantity used. In cither event, they will suffer 
sericus inconvenience. 

Mr. Ober says that the inspections made. by. the 
agricultural department atford ample protection 
acainst worthless fertilizers. As long as the inspect- 
ions are continued, dealers will not dare seil fer- 
tilizersthat are worthless. 

ANOTHEL COMPLICATION, 

Itis likely that another complication will re 
sult from Mr. Brady's bill. It is intimated that 
dealers in guano will not wait to see whether or 
not ihe general assembly will pass it, but they will 
teke no risks and wil) refuse to sell, next spring, 
except forcash.

HE GIVES HIMSELF UP. 


A Man Surrenders te the Police After Shovt- 
ing ata Doctor. 

“My name is Farson—I. R. Farson—and I’m 
theman whoshot at Dr. Davis atthe Dade coal 
mine a week ago today. I understand you waat 
me, and I’m here to give myself up,’’ said a neatly 
dressed man, as he walked up to Chief Connolly at 
police headquarters yesterday. 

Fareon is now under guard at police headquarters. 

For a long time Farson was engaged in the com- 
missary department at the Dade coal mine con- 
vieteampr. He is a man of busiuess tacit, and per- 
formed hised@utiesin a most satisfactory manner, 
but fer some cause couki mot getalong with Dr. 
Dayvis, the resident physician at the camps. Severa! 
disagreeabic spats between the two gentlemen oc- 
corred, andon Tuesday before Christmas Farson 
diseberged both barrels of a shotgun at the doc 
tor, and then skipped ont. 

The detaileof the shooting were printed in the 
telegraph column of THE ConsTITUTION the next 
day. 

After the shooting Farson left the coal mines and 
came to Atlanta. Almost betore he reached the 
city, however, the story of his offense was in the 
hande ef the police department, and his descrip- 
tion was on file at police headquarters. The detect. 
ives begam watching tor the fugitive, and on 
Monday came upon a man who 4at- 
swered the description given and § arrest- 
ed him. The party arrested denied most 
etrenuomly any kmowledge of the shooting, and 
said thet he was a South Carolinian. At police 
headquarters he succeeded in convincing the de- 
tectives that he was not Farson,'and secured his re- 
lease. The resemblance between the men, how- 
ever, is most striking, and after the detectives had 
released the South Carolinian they were not certain 
that they had done exactly richt. On yesterday, 
Fogson’s appearance and -eurrender convinced 
them that they had first taken 
the wretig man. Of- course there are 
two sides to the shooting for which Farson surren- 
ders himself. He declines to talk to reporters, but 
to officers has related a story. He isa married man, 
and says that Dr. Davis had been making uukind 
remerke about his wife. He went to the doctor and 
stked him t desist, but without success. Finally, 
last week, he wae discharged, as he claims, through 
Dr. Davis. On the day after his discharge—Tues- 
cday—he armed himself with a double-barrel shot 
gun, and, entering the doctor’s office, said 

“You have given we enough trouble, 
g0ing to kill you.” 

He leveled the gun, and as he pulled the trigger 
the doetor knocked it up. Both barrels just grazed 
the side of his iece, making an ugly but not dan- 
gerous wound. 

Parson is a neatly dressed, passable looking man, 
of about thirty years ofage. Heis about six feet 
one inch tall, and will weigh abont two hundred 
io two hundred and ten yenge He has sandy 
hair and mustache and a light complexion.

THE GENERAL COUNCIL CONVENES 
IN CALLED SESSION. 


CITY BONDS 


The Act of the Legislature Grantiag the City Coun- 
ofl Power to Issue Bonds is Be 4-—Tue Ordi- 
nance Directirg the Bouds ie Read- 

The Bonds to Bear 4 1-2 Por Cent. 


The general council convened in called ses- 
sion yesterday afternoon at 4 o'clock, and au- 
thorized the issuing of a new series of city 


bonds amounting to $25,000. 

The bonds will be used to redeem a bonded 
debt of $25,000 due next month. 

The call forthe meeting was issued by Mayor 
Hillyer, and at the appointed hour every mem- 
ber, except Mr. Stockdell, of the board of alder- 
men; Mr. Mitchell, of the second ward; Mr. 
Beatie, of the third ward,and Mr. Green, of the 
fourth ward, were present. Mayor Hillyer 
called the body to order by saying: 

“Gentlemen, this meeting has been called to 

rfect for the 

uction new issue 
bonds, authorized by the legislature. 
matter could not be attended to at the last reg- 
ular meeting of this am, f because the gov- 
ernor had not signed the bill. Ifnotice that sev- 
eral members of the body are absent, and I 
suggest that action upon the subject be de- 
ferred until they come in, wu we have «ther 
business to attend to. Here isa supple: ntal 
report of the board of building inspectors con- 
cerning the Norcross building.” 

The .ayor handed the paper to Clerk Gold- 
smith as he spoke,and the clerk read the paper. 
In the paper the members of the board said 
that they did not pronounce the building a 
first-class one, but that they did not considor 
it dangerous; that they did not recommen! 
that the walls be straightened, but that the 
top story should not be used for heavy storage. 

“T see Mr. Norcross present,” said , Mr. Mid- 
dlebrooks, “and I move that the rules bl» sus- 
pended in order that he may address the body, 
if he so wishes.” 

The motion prevailed, and Mr. Norcross de- 
sciibed the condition of his building, declaring 
it a cafe and substantial structure. 

Mr. Bell introduced a resolution rescindfhg 
the action of the council upon the building at 
the former session. The resolution was adopt- 


“Now, I move,” said Mr. Collier, “that that 
supplemental report and Mr. Bell’s resolution 
be filed away with the other papers touching 
this matter.” 

The motion prevailed. 

“T have here a few petitions,’’ said the clerk, 
“which have been handed in. What shall Ido 
with them?’ 

“Read them unless some one objects,” said 
the mayor. 

The petitions were: : 

Of George Thrash, calling attention to the 
commissioner of public works in reference to 
a culvert on Dover street. Referred to the 
street committee. 

Of THE CONSTITUTION publishing company, 
for permission to excavate under the sidewalk 
and a portion of the sts »et to make room for an 
engine to heat the buiiding. Referred to the 
fire department committee. 

Of Mrs. Mary K. Graham and others, com- 
plaining that sidewalks have been laid im- 
properly on many of the streets. Referred to 
the street committee. 

During the introduction of the petitions Mr. 
Stockdell and Mr. Gree: 1 ‘rived and took their 
chairs. 

The clerk then read t!.e actof the legislature 
authorizing the issue of 2ew coupon bonds in 


aeaanaiiidle-

lieu of and retire certain maturing bonds as | 


they falldue. The act smpowered the council 


to designate the length of time and the rate of | 


interest, provided the rate was not greater 
than 4) per cent. It also stated that the 
bonds were to reiire an issue of 6 per cents 
due next month. 

“T should like to offer a resolution,” said Mr. 
Gramling, “before the ordinance is read, that 
none of the bonds are to be sold for less than 


“And I should like to say,” said Mayor Hill- 
yer, “that I now have bide for $17,000 of the 
issue,” 

The clerk then read the ordinance authoriz- 
ing the bonds. It granted to the finance com- 
mittee of the general council authority to pre- 
pare $25,000 of coupon bonds of $1,000 each, 
payable thirty years after date. The bonds 
are to be dated Jaruary 1, 1887, and fall due 
Januaay 1,1917,the coupons payable semi- 
annually in New York and Atlanta. The 
bonds to be free from city taxes, and to be ap- 
plied tothe redem;tion of 100 bonds of $250 
each, known as the funding bonds. 

The ordinance was read a second time and 
adopted. 

Mr. Garrett introduced a resolution directing 
that forty-two dollars and seventy-five cents 
be refunded Mrs. M. A. Hammond as an excess 
of city tax paid by her. Adopted. 

Mr. Collier introduced a resolution repealing 
so much of Mr. Angier’s resolution, adopted 
some time ago, as provides a penalty—and gives 
one-half to the informer—upon the sexton, 
marshal and clerk, for failure to make a com- 
plete entry of their fees. 

Mr, Angier opposed the adoption of the reso- 
ution, 

Mr. Collier spoke in favor of the adoption. 

Mr. Middlebrook argued with Mr. Angier. 

Mr. Gramling wanted the officers enumer- 
ated to keep a correct record, but was opposed 
to the spying or detective feature—giving half 
to the informer. 

Mr. May thought Mr. Angier was right and 
Mr. Collier was wrong. 

Mr. Cooper offered an amendment declaring 
that nothing in the resolution was intended to 
prevent the oflicers from keeping a correct 
record of fees. 

The amended resolution was adopted. 

Mr. Garrett introduced a resolution directing 
the payment of thirty-one dollars to Wm. 
Schnaiter for damages sustained by falling 
from -the Inman ‘milding on Forsyth stréet. 
Several months ago the patrol wagon, in pass- 
ing the building, struck a guy-rope, which 
threw Mr. Schnaiter off. The resolution also 
directed an investig(ion of the damages.
